4. (Withdrawn) The method of Claim 2, wherein the infection is caused by a 
bacterium of a genus selected Allochromatium, Acinetobacter, Bacillus, Campylobacter, 
Chlamydia, Chlamydophila, Clostridium, Citrobacter, Escherichia, Enterobacter, Enterococcus, 
Francisella, Haemophilus, Helicobacter, Klebsiella, Listeria, Moraxella, Mycobacterium, 
Neisseria, Proteus, Pseudomonas, Salmonella, Serratia, Shigella, Stenotrophomonas, 
Staphyloccocus, Streptococcus, Synechococcus, Vibrio, and Yersina.
